The offi- 
cials said to n representative of the 
Associated Press that no decisive 
news was expected for two or three 
days relating cither to the relief of 
Ladysmith or a. conclusive victory 
or defeat, as the operations at present 
being conducted by General Buller 
were necessarily of ft lengthy char- 
acter. 


Boer Camp. Upper Tugela River, 


Friday, Jan. 10.—The British now 
occupy three positions along the Tu- 
gela river. 
Their naval guns have 


been firing steel-pointed armor pierc- 
ing shells. 


Reports being received that 2,000 


British cavalry were attempting to 
outflank us along the Drakcnsberg 
ridge, a strung patrol was sent to 
reconnolter. Mistaking the signals 
the scouts and patrol proceeded to n 
kopje from whence a terrific rifle and 
maxim gun fire suddenly opened. 


The Boers lost fourteen men killed 


and twenty wounded. 
The British 


loss was probably insignificant. The 
bombardment of the Boer positions 
from Swartskope was resumed yes- 
terday chiefly from a battery brought 
across the river. 


IH the afternoon the cannonading 


became exceedingly brisk and under 
cover thereof the infantry advanced 
in three lines to a second row of lit- 
tle kopjes which they 
occupied at 


nightfall, but later they retired to 
their old position. 


During the night a score of shells 


were fired by the British and a bal- 
loon was sent up to spy out the Boer 
positions. - 


Tho naval guns resumed the bom- 


bardment this morning from a new 
position, but without results.

SENATOR ROSS' SPEECH. 


In accordance with previous notice,
